The  CPL  Exchange  Bibliography  #1  2k  was  an  attempt  at  providing  an 
overview  of  the  factors  and  forces  influencing  and  shaping  the  pro- 
cesses of  architectural  design.  It  is  the  intent  of  this  second 
volume  to  fill  the  gaps  that  occurred  in  the  first  volume  due  to 
omission  as  well  as  to  include  important  new  architectural  literature 
that  has  appeared.  Since  the  first  bibliography  was  compiled,  a  wide 
range  of  important  architectural  literature  has  surfaced.  The  import- 
ance of  this  recent  literature,  as  well  as  the  need  to  overcome  the 
gaps  in  the  initial  bibliography,  has  brought  about  the  development 
of  this  second  volume. 

This  volume  contains  3  major  subject  areas  :  1 )  general  background 
reading  in  architecture,  2)  design  methods  in  architectural  design 
and  3)  man -environment  relationships  in  architecture.  The  first 
section  is  a  potpourri  of  reference  material,  both  recent  publications 
and  some  older  gap-filling  references,  that  addresses  general  concerns 
and  issues  of  architecture.  The  section  on  design  methods  is  concerned 
xfith  the  emerging  processes,  techniques  and  methods  used  in  the  design 
process.  The  last  section,  man-envircnment  relationships,  contains 
material  concerned  with  the  social,  behavioral  and  perceptual  aspects 
of  architecture.  These  last  two  sections  are  synopses  of  the  main 
literature  available  in  the  particular  area.  Coupled  with  the 
references  in  the  first  bibliography,  they  provide  a  somewhat  com- 
prehensive overview  of  each  subject  area. 

The  intent  of  both  bibliographies,  since  they  form  a  single,  more 
complete  volume,  is  to  provide  a  comprehensive  summary  of  the  issues, 
concerns,  goals,  processes,  methods  and  techniques  in  architecture. 
In  this  second  volume,  in  an  effort  to  condense  its  size,  only  book 
and  monograph  references  are  included;  periodical  references  have 
been  excluded.  In  an  attempt  to  compensate  for  this,  there  is  a 
listing  of  the  important  periodicals  containing  material  appropriate 
to  that  subject  area  at  the  end  of  each  section.  This  provides  a 
means  for  keeping  abreast  with  current  developments  in  that  subject 
area. 

All  bibliographies  eventually  suffer  from  the  problems  of  completeness, 
time  and  the  author's  biases.  For  these  reasons,  the  two  volumes  are 
intentionally  aimed  towards  providing  a  framework  for  the  overall 
concerns  of  architecture,  from  which  a  more  detailed  and  intense 
study  can  occur.
